THIEVES smash- 
ed their way into 
an Ely news¬ 
agents - twice in 
one weekend. 

Jeff Burrows, 
owner of Burrows 
Newsagents, said: 
“They have left us 
hundreds of 
pounds out of 
pocket but also 
taken from charity 
- they should be 
ashamed.” 

Thieves first broke 
into the family-run 
shop - which has been 
on the High Street for 
111 years - overnight 
on Friday. 

They smashed the 
shop’s window and 
once inside, stole 
tobacco and crisps. 

Mr Burrows had the 
window replaced on 
Saturday with extra¬ 
tough glass but he 
turned up for work on 
Monday to find he 
had been broken into 
again. 

Thieves had smash¬ 
ed the window again 
overnight to steal 
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cigarettes, cigars and 
magazines. 

They also stole two 
charity boxes - one 
for a cancer charity 
and another for the 
Ely Christmas Lights 
Appeal. 

Mr Burrows said: 

“I’m absolutely dis¬ 
gusted and furious. 

“I haven’t had any 
trouble for around six 
years and then all of a 
sudden people break- 
in twice in one week¬ 
end. 

“It’s made me so 
upset I just feel like 
giving the business 
up.” 

He added that both 
charity boxes were 
quite full but did not 
know how much had 
been taken. 

Police are now 
appealing for wit¬ 
nesses or people with 
any information to 
come forward.

Plans ruling 
delayed for 
bats report 


WILDLIFE experts have 
been studying bat activ¬ 
ity at a school after con¬ 
cerns were raised about 
their future. 

Governors of Soham Village 
College applied for planning 
permission to relocate the 
school’s tennis courts last 
month. 

They want to move them to 
the site of four pre-fabricated 
classrooms and a metal storage 
container which have been 
removed recently. 

College bosses also want to 
erect floodlighting so the 
courts can be used by pupils, 
Soham Tennis Club members 
and the local community all- 
year round. 

However, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council officers 
feared the move would disturb 
bats living in trees nearby. 

Jonathan Peryer, business 
manager at the school, said: 
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“The council’s biggest concern 
was about bat activity in the 
trees. They told us we needed 
to have a professional survey 
done and that they needed to 
see it. 

“As a result, we withdrew our 
application and experts carried 
out a survey of the area. 

“It showed there were no 
rare bats or any bat issues to be 
concerned about and we have 
now re-submitted our plan¬ 
ning application for councillors 
to consider.” 

Soham Town Council has 
also raised concerns about the 
effects the re-location could 
have on residents living in 
College Close, Soham. 

A council report said: “The 
council supports the appli¬ 
cation in principal but believes 
the present scheme is too close 


to adjacent residential prop¬ 
erties and the proposed flood¬ 
lighting would be inadequate 
and cause nuisance. 

“We also believe it would 
encourage anti-social behav¬ 
iour and annoyance to 
neighbours.” 

The council also believes the 
plans don’t conform to Lawn 
Tennis Association (LTA) 
standards. 

But Mr Peryer said: “The 
only worry the district council 
had was with regards to the 
bats, which is an issue we have 
addressed. 

“The tennis courts really 
won’t affect any residents in 
College Close and no residents 
have voiced any concerns. 

“If approved, re-locating 
them will benefit the whole 
community. 

“We are expecting a decision 
by Tuesday, November 2.”

In 2007, 
the couple moved to a retirement flat in 
Tamworth where he became his wife’s 
carer. 

Mr Sanders is survived by his wife Sheila, 
children Vicky and John, four 
grandchildren and one great-grandchild.

For months, residents and people 
passing through Three Cups Walk have 
been complaining about its “neglected” 
state.

“To see it being cared for like it always 
used to be would be brilliant.” 

A spokeswoman for the City of Ely 
Council said: “We have received quite a 
lot of complaints about the state of Three 
Cups Walk. 

“People say it is looking shabby and 


neglected, which is understandable if 
there is nobody there looking after it. 

“It would be brilliant for a new 
volunteer group to start giving the area 
some tender loving care and giving 
residents and visitors another nice place 
to enjoy in Ely.” 

Following the complaints, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council will now 
be working alongside the EARTH volun¬ 
teers to spruce it up. 

Keith Stronach, the council’s principal 
facilities officer, said: “Local voluntary 
group EARTH asked if they could look 
after an area of Three Cups Walk as part 
of the Ely in Bloom project. 

“Following recent feedback on the 
area, the district council will now be 
helping the group to maintain the patch 
of land to ensure it better reflects Ely’s 
beauty.”

More than 2,000 tonnes of shredded 
rubber product caught light at the 
recycling plant on August 21 last year. 

The fire kept going for seven weeks 
before the flames were finally 
extinguished.

The Osiligi Warriors are an eight-strong dance 
troupe of Kenyan Maasai - an ethnic group of 
semi-nomadic people, well-known for their 
distinctive customs and dress. 

The group was formed by the Osiligi Charity 
Project to raise money for the troupe’s local 
community in Kisamis, south of Nairobi. 

By touring the UK, they are helping to fund 
simple things like water pumps in the village. 

Recently, the tour helped purchase a well and 
hand pump for the village and now the troupe 
wants to raise enough to build a new primary 
school there by 2012. 

At Ely Cathedral, they performed a range of 
tribal songs and dances, much to the delight of the 
crowds. 

This Saturday the troupe is also holding a 10- 


mile charity walk around Ely, starting and finishing 
at the cathedral, to help raise money for the school 
project. 

Residents are invited to join the tribe on the 
walk, which will end with a free performance at Ely 
Cathedral. 

John Curtin, from the Osiligi Charity Project, 
said: “A 10-mile walk is insignificant to the Maasai 
as this is less than the distance that most will have 
to walk daily just to fetch water for their families. 

“To many from the West, 10 miles is a 
challenge. 

“Life in a Maasai community is tough, with 
average life expectancy less than 50 years.” 

The walk starts from the cathedral at 10am and 
a five-mile and two-mile course will start later on.

A FUNDRAISER 
hopes the legacy of 
her husband’s charity 
work will live on by 
making this year’s 
Heartbeat event the 
best yet.

years following his heart 
bypass. 

“It has been a difficult 
year, firstly losing Eddie 
and then I was diagnosed 
with breast cancer in April. 

“But I had a mastect¬ 
omy and now I am com¬ 
pletely free of cancer.” 

She continued: “I now 
want to make Eddie proud 
and make Heartbeat 2010 
the biggest and best yet. 

“I would like to thank 
everyone for their support 
over the last few months 


and now need the support 
to make Heartbeat as 
successful as last year’s.”

Council concern for takeaway plan 


PLANS to open another 
pizzeria in Ely are now 
causing councillors con¬ 
cern. 

The City of Ely Council is 
advising East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council to 
refuse proposals regarding a 
new pizza takeaway bus¬ 
iness on Forehill. 

Mr Ismail Uzun, from 
Enfield, owns 3A Forehill, 
and has applied to change 
the use of die premises from 
offices to a pizza takeaway 
and delivery service. 


If approved, it would be 
open from 4pm-11pm. 

But residents and nearby 
business owners are furious 
and insist there are enough 
fast food restaurants and 
takeaways in the city. 

Hussain Dogan, owner of 
USA Chicken, located next 
door to the proposed dev¬ 
elopment, has also raised a 
50-signature petition 
against the plans. 

A city council statement 
said: “This is an inappro¬ 
priate location for such a 


business. Members are 
concerned about noise and 
smell pollution. 

“The applicant also stated 
there would be two motor¬ 
cycle delivery vehicles but 
the alleyway is not wide 
enough to take these off the 
road and if they did, there 
would be a risk to pedes¬ 
trians’ safety. There are also 
double yellow lines on 
Forehill so motorcycles 
could not be left there.” 

The final decision rests 
with the district council.

Concern over cuts 
in spending review 


COMMUNITY leaders have 
reacted to Chancellor George 
Osborne's Comprehensive 
Spending Review. 

Mr Osborne said the review had 
involved some “hard but fair” 
choices but Labour claimed the cuts 
were reckless and would hit the 
poorest hardest. 

As part of the review announced 
last week, the Government insisted 
the cuts were necessary to reduce 
the UK’s £155 billion deficit and 
strengthen the country’s economy. 

It aims to save £83 billion in four 
years. 

Cambridge and District Citizens 
Advice Bureau, including Ely’s, is 
concerned the cuts will leave the 
vulnerable worse off. 

There are fears that the elderly, 
single parents and carers will be hit 
the most. 

In a letter to the Chancellor, 
Gillian Guy, Citizens Advice chief 
executive, urged the Government to 
focus on “tackling costly bureau¬ 
cracy and poor standards of service 
rather than resort to hitting the 
vulnerable the hardest through rash 
spending cuts”.

Gloria Culyer, chief executive of 
Age UK Cambridgeshire, has also 
raised concerns about the state 
pension age rising to 66. 

John Bridge, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, was concerned by the 
announcement that the A14 would 
not receive any of the £30 billion 
earmarked for capital transport 
expenditure. 

Mr Bridge said: “All in all, there 
was very little announced to 
surprise or alarm businesses. 

“But now is definitely the time for 
the government to start answering 
questions on how it is going to 
support growth in Cambridgeshire. 

“With new housing develop¬ 
ments dependant on adequate 
transport infrastructure and capital 
funding for new homes being 
dramatically slashed, the govern¬ 
ment can’t rely on the private sector 
to drive everything forward.” 

In Cambridge, more than 500 
campaigners took to the streets on 


Saturday to protest against the cuts. 

Tom Woodcock, secretary of the 
Cambridge and District Trades 
Union Council, said: “If it wasn’t 
apparent already, then it has 
become absolutely clear now. 

“The Tories are using the fin¬ 
ancial crisis to try to dismantle the 
welfare state and social provision in 
this country. 

“People really are concerned for 
the future.” 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
said: “The impact will not be 
obvious overnight - the savings 
which will have to be made at a 
national level will take weeks, 
months perhaps even years to filter 
down. 

“In East Cambridgeshire we are 
always working hard to make sure 
we offer residents real value for 
money for their Council Tax and 
they get the services they need. 

“Clearly the way that councils 
work will change in the future and 
we know as a local authority we will 
need to adapt and innovate in the 
years ahead.”

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Firm defends 
home test kit 


A LITTLEPORT company 
whose invention was attack¬ 
ed on national television is 
standing by its product. 

Bosses at Cambridge Nutritional 
Sciences insist their Food Detective 
Test kit, which was launched in 
2007, is a “remarkable” product. 

It comes after the kit, which 
people use at home to detect their 
food intolerances, was blasted on 
BBC’s Watchdog. 

Watchdog reporters said the £55 
DIY test was unreliable and warned 
the public about its “misleading 
results”. 

The programme was also critical 
of the test’s association with Allergy 
UK when testing immunoglobulin 
(IgG) antibodies in the body, 
claiming there was a lack of evi¬ 
dence that IgG testing was a reliable 
indicator of food intolerance. 

But Geoff Gower, the firm’s 
managing director, is standing by

the test. In a statement, he said: 
“There is already a substantial body 
of evidence linking IgG to symp¬ 
toms of food intolerance. 

“We know ourselves from case 
studies and feedback from our 
customers that we have helped 
thousands of people to improve 
their health. 

“Often, these people have been 
through the NHS route with little 
success.” 

The company, located on the 
Eden Research Park in Littleport, 
designed the kit to enable people to 
detect any food intolerances they 
may have by simply pricking their 
finger. 

The firm says the kit can spot 
intolerance in up to 59 common 
foods in 40 minutes. 


But Watchdog reporters, after 
carrying out the test, believed the kit 
reflected what they had eaten prior 
to the test, rather than what foods to 
which they had an intolerance. 

In response to the programme, 
Mr Gower said: "It is simply untrue 
that there is no evidence for the 
value of our test. 

“Over the past five years there 
have been published increasing 
numbers of independent reports 
and clinical research papers linking 
the role of IgG to food intolerance in 
conditions such as Crohn’s disease, 
migraine, IBS and obesity. 

“Having said this, we accept that 
more independent work needs to 
be done before the link between IgG 
and the symptoms of food intoler¬ 
ance gains more acceptance. 

“We are working on some specific 
studies in this area.”

Project to create pockets

To try to solve the issue, 
residents started the petition 
asking the district council to 
make Longfield Road car park 
bigger so that spaces are 
available closer to their homes. 

However the cost, around 
£55,000, was too much, said 
authority leader Cllr Fred 
Brown. 

The petition was rejected, but 
Cllr Brown said the authority is 
examining “other options” to 
make life easier for the 
residents. 

Longfield Road resident Brian 
Barclay, who has mobility 
problems, was behind the 
petition. 

He said: “We were slightly

disappointed that our petition 
was rejected but Cllr Brown 
does seem to realise that this is a 
problem for us. 

“He’s promised us that he’s 
looking at alternative ways to 
make getting to our homes 
easier and hopefully there’ll be a 
solution soon. 

“This has been a problem for 
residents for years but it’s 
nobody’s fault - it was how the 
houses were built. 

“What we need to do now is 
look at ways of making it better. 

“Eighty five per cent of 
Longfield Road residents are 
pensioners and we need to be 
able to get access to our homes 
easily.” 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
Cllr Brown said the authority 
will now be discussing the issue 
with Sanctuary Hereward. 

He said: “We considered the 
option of extending the car park 
but £55,000 is too expensive and 
something the council can’t 
afford. 

“I also don’t think it’d be the 
best solution. 

“Because the green outside 
their homes is valued public 
space, it’s not just a case of 
getting rid of it, and it’s just how 
developments in the 1960s and 
1970s were often done. 

“But I think there are 
alternative ways we can get 
round this and we are now 
going to investigate all of those.”

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Flagpole plans 
delayed but have 
not been halted

AN ex-serviceman cam¬ 
paigning to get a flagpole 
erected in Ely city centre 
has slammed councillors 
as being “incompetent”. 

Eddie Holden, 84, is 
determined to have a flag 
flying on the city’s Market 
Place. 

Last autumn he raised the 
idea by writing to the City of 
Ely Council and the then 
mayor, Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
agreed it would be a “welcome 
addition” to the city centre. 

A suitable spot was identi¬ 
fied beside the war memorial 
and the council was given 
planning permission to erect 
the pole by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
last month. 

But Mr Holden, of Ely Road, 
Little Downham, fears the 
plans may have come to a halt. 

He said: “I have been told 
that money has been set aside 
for this project so why is it 
taking so long? 

“It is also council land so 
having planning permission

granted was straight forward. 

“The mind boggles to think 
it is over a year now and yet 
nothing has happened - I 
think the council is being 
really incompetent. 

“A flag should have been 
flying over Ely’s Market Place 
for years already but at the rate 
this is going, it could be 
decades before we see one put 
up.” 

Mr Holden, who fought in 
the Second World War and 
also served as a Bren gunner 
in the Far East, liberating 


Allied servicemen from Japan¬ 
ese prisoner of war camps, 
added: “If the council is having 
second thoughts or can no 
longer erect the flag pole they 
could at least tell me.” 

But the City of Ely Council is 
assuring Mr Holden that the 
plans are still on track. 

A spokeswoman for the 
authority said: “We were only 
given planning permission by 
the district council last month. 

“These things don’t happen 
overnight and if Mr Holden 
thinks the flagpole will be 
erected in time for Remem¬ 
brance Sunday then I’m afraid 
he is wrong. 

“The war memorial land is 
owned by the county council 
so now we need to get per¬ 
mission from them. 

“After that, surveys will have 
to be carried out so we are 
definitely looking at next year 
now. 

“There have been some 
delays but the project certainly 
hasn’t come to a halt.” 

City and county council 
representatives are meeting in 
November to discuss the 
flagpole plans.

A FUNDRAISING cam¬ 
paign has been launch¬ 
ed in memory of a com¬ 
munity-spirited moth- 
er-of-two who died of 
cancer. 

Lisa Barnes, a well-known 
face around the Ely area, 
died on September 15, aged 
56, after a two-year battle 
with the disease. 

Mrs Barnes, who was a 
volunteer mentor for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
and Fenland District 
Council, helping families 
with difficult children, was 
diagnosed with stomach 
cancer in 2008. 

She underwent gruelling 
surgery in December 2008 
and recovered well with 
chemotherapy. 

But last December, 
doctors discovered Mrs 
Barnes had developed 
secondary stomach cancer 
and on Christmas Eve she 
underwent further surgery. 

In July this year, Mrs 
Barnes was told the cancer 
had spread. 

Mrs Barnes, known as the 
“little soldier”, spent the last

eight days of her life at the 
Arthur Rank Hospice in 
Milton, with her husband, 
Robert, two sons, Steven 
and Matthew, and other 
family and friends at her 
side. She died just four days 
before her 57th birthday. 

Now her family have 
formed the Lisa Barnes 
Memorial Fund. 

Mr Barnes, of West Fen 
Road, Ely, said they hope to 
raise £100,000 for the Arthur 
Rank Hospice Charity. 

Local businessman Mr 
Barnes, 60, said: “Lisa was 
such an inspiration to us 
and was so well-known in 
the local community. 

“She always wanted to 
help people and always put 
others before herself. 

“We have set up the fund 


because that is what she 
would have wanted. 

“Lisa’s last days at the 
hospice were made fan¬ 
tastic by the staff and we 
now want to give something 
back.” 

Mr and Mrs Barnes have 
lived in the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire area most of 
their married life, including 
Ely, Sutton and Mepal, 
where Mrs Barnes was a co- 
founder of the Mepal 
Playgroup. 

The first fundraising 
event is a fancy dress 
Hallowe’en disco being held 
at The Ship pub on Soham’s 
High Street at 8pm on 
Saturday. There will be live 
music from band Top Cat 
and entry is free. 

Further events are plan¬ 
ned for December and Jan¬ 
uary, including a Christmas 
quiz in Ely and a Mo-town 
themed night in Soham.

ALPHA AND OMEGA 
certificate U 88m 

DENNIS Hopper delivers his 
final performance as the voice 
of a wolf in Anthony Bell and 
Ben Gluck’s computer- 
animated tale of love across 
the social divide. Sadly, Alpha 
And Omega is not a fitting 
tribute to his considerable 
talents. 

Produced predominantly in 
India by Crest Animation, this 
road movie has a script which 
trades in lazy cliches and asks 
us to buy wholesale into a 
central romance that is 
destined but never deserved. 
The lack of visual 
sophistication is glaringly 
evident from the opening 
sequence: aerial shots of 
Jasper National Park in 
Canada, which the lupine 
characters call home. 
Breathtaking mountains are 
rendered flat and lifeless, tree 
canopies seems immune to 
the elements and a giant 
waterfall is a single sheet of 
water. 

The wolves are no better - the 
mane sticks in clumps to 
minimise the difficulty of 
animating each strand and 



there is a curious disconnect 
between the animals’ paws 
and the ground. 

Kate (Hayden Panettiere) is an 
alpha wolf who must marry 
another alpha to honour her 
father Winston (Danny 
Glover), the pack leader. In 
secret, he has promised Kate 
to Garth the son of Eastern 
pack leader Tony (Hopper), in 
the hope the marriage will 
unite the two tribes. 

Kate’s best friend Humphrey 
(Justin Long) secretly yearns 
for her but knows he can 
never declare his true feelings 
because he is an omega wolf 
and down the pecking order. 
His role is to play the fool and 


diffuse tensions with the help 
of fellow omegas Salty (Brian 
Donovan), Shakey (Kevin 
Sussman) and Mooch (Eric 
Price). 

When Kate and Humphrey are 
tranquillised and relocated to 
Sawtooth National Forest in 
an effort to establish a new 
wolf population, the friends 
embark on an epic road trip to 
return home. 

En route, they meet golf-crazy 
French-Canadian goose 
Marcel (Larry Miller) and his 
duck caddy, Paddy (Price 
again). 

Meanwhile, back home, 

Kate’s sister Lilly (Christina 
Ricci), a shy omega wolf, falls 
in love with Garth, potentially 
setting up a different wedding 
altogether. 

Alpha And Omega is a 
mongrel next to pedigree 
animations like Toy Story 3 
and Despicable Me. 

Directors Bell and Gluck steal 
a caribou stampede 
sequence from The Lion King 
and then recycle it a second 
time, presumably because 
they had no original ideas to 
pad the running time.

I F YOU want a beautiful 
new lawn but don’t want 
to wait long to see it 
come to fruition, then turf’s 
your answer. 

It offers the nearest solution to 
an instant lawn, can be laid 
quickly and shouldn’t need too 
much aftercare as long as the 
ground is moist and it rains within 
a couple of days of laying it. 

Many people hire contractors to 
do the job for them but if you are 
going to lay it yourself, the secret 
is in the preparation you do to the 
ground beforehand. 

First you will need to remove 
weeds, improve your soil by 
adding organic matter, address 
drainage issues and level off the 
ground on which you are laying 
the turf. 

You will need to dig over the 
site for a new lawn, breaking up 
compacted soil below the surface 
to allow free drainage when the 
turf is laid. On heavy, clay soil, 
work some sharp grit into the soil 
to help drainage. 

Rid the plot of stones by hand¬ 
picking them off before you firm 
the ground by shuffling over the 
area or laying a plank of wood 
down and walking along it,

moving the plank of wood on to 
the next bit once you’ve 
completed one line. It’s important 
the soil is firmed but not 
compacted. 

It may take some time to level 
the area, but if you don’t do this at 
the outset then the turf you lay 
may end up as a lawn with little 
hills in it which are difficult to 
mow and result in scalped areas 
mixed with patches of long grass. 

Once the grass is established, it 
takes a lot of work to correct any 
remaining lumps and bumps, so 
take care with the preparation first 
time around. 

Once you’ve firmed the area, 
rake it over, leaving the ground 
level with a surface like fine 
breadcrumbs, fill any holes and 
make sure the ground is flat. 

Then keep off the area until you 


are ready to lay your turf. 

A week or so before you lay the 
turf, add a general lawn fertiliser 
and rake it into the surface. 

You’ll need to water the ground 
gently if it doesn’t rain. 

Make sure the ground is ready 
when you order your turf, as you 
don’t want it hanging around 
because it will soon dry up and 
deteriorate. 

Turf arrives in Swiss-roll style 
lengths, which you then roll out 
on to your prepared area. 

If you can’t lay it immediately, 
open out the rolls and lay them 
flat to allow air and light to reach 
the grass. 

To lay the turf, start from the 
furthest edge. If there’s a straight 
edge to the lawn, lay a row of 


turves along that first. 

Place planks over the turf 
you’ve just laid which you can 
walk on while laying the next row 
of turves. 

The joints should be staggered 
in the same sort of pattern as a 
brick wall and the turves need to 
be butted tightly against one 
another without overlapping or 
stretching. 

When the turves are laid, firm 
them down gently by laying a 
plank on top of them and tapping 
it with a rubber mallet or the back 
of a rake. 

When you reach the edge of a 
flower bed or path, lay the turf 
over the edge and trim it with a 
stout pair of scissors or an old 
kitchen knife, following the 


curves. 

In October and November, the 
ideal time for laying turf, there’s 
usually enough rain to help the 
new lawn establish, but if not, 
water the turf thoroughly over the 
next few weeks - and keep off it 
until it has really taken root. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Rhus 
(Sumach) 

These small deciduous trees are 
grown primarily for their stunning 
autumn leaves which turn brilliant 
shades of red, orange and yellow 
at this time of year. 

Female plants produce strange- 
looking, velvety, crimson fruits in 
late summer before the explosion 
of colour in the autumn. The most 
popular type is R. typhina, the 
stag’s horn sumach, whose 


branches grow to 5m (15ft) or 
more if left unpruned, but be 
warned that it has a prolific 
suckering habit and tends to be 
invasive so is unsuitable for 
planting in the lawn. 

It looks better planted amid 
other shrubs such as Cotinus 
coggygria and contrasting 
evergreens to show its leaves off 
to their best. 

Another type, R. typhina 
‘Dissecta’, has deeply cut leaflets, 
giving it a lighter, prettier foliage 
effect. 

It will thrive in any reasonable 
garden soil, in a sunny spot. It 
should be pruned hard in 
February, cutting stems to around 
30cm (1ft) above ground.

0ver-50s hit most 

by insurance hikes 

... but all are stung to pay for young male drivers’ mayhem 


MOTORISTS aged over 50 
have seen a huge hike in 
car insurance costs over 
the last 12 months, it was 
revealed this week. 

Insurance premiums for this 
age group have soared 26 per 
cent in a year, a survey of more 
than 600,000 people by 
research firm Consumer 
Intelligence.com found. 

The average cost of 
premiums for motorists aged 
more than 50 rose from 
£355.52 in June 2009 to £449.66 
in June 2010. 

The poll also revealed that 
there were big differences in 
the average premiums being 
quoted by insurers specialising 
in the 50-plus age group, with 
the highest quote of £563 
being some 49 per cent more 
than the lowest quote of £378. 

However, the survey 


indicated that motor insurers 
cannot rely on their 50-plus 
consumers remaining loyal to 
their brand because 81 per 
cent of this age group shopped 
around for quotes at renewal, 
and having done so, 50 per 
cent decided to switch to 
another insurer. 

This shrewd behaviour has 
paid off because 87.5 per cent 
of switchers aged 50-plus 
claimed to be saving money on 
their new motor insurance, 
compared with 84.2 per cent of 
the market as a whole. 

The 50-plus segment would 
appear to be less motivated by 
price than the market as a 
whole, with less than half (47 
per cent) choosing their 
insurer because they were the 
cheapest. This compares with 
56 per cent of the whole 
switching market. 


Meanwhile the latest 
benchmark AA British 
Insurance Premium Index 
shows no respite from fast¬ 
rising premiums, as another 
record high is reached. 

Over the past quarter, 
motorists absorbed an 
increase of 11.5 per cent 
according to the Shoparound 
index, which is an average of 
the cheapest three quotes for 
each ‘customer’ in the Index 
basket of 2,800 risks. But over 
the 12 months ending 
September 30 the Shoparound 
cost of an annual 
comprehensive car insurance 
policy had risen by 39.3 per 
cent to £792, the biggest 
annual jump recorded by the 
Index. 

Young drivers are being hit 
with the biggest premium 
increases. Over the past 12 


months the average cost of 
insurance has jumped by 51 
per cent for those aged 
between 17 and 22: after 
shopping around for their 
cover, men of this age can now 
expect to pay an annual 
premium of around £2,500 and 
women £1,400. 

■ Young driver specialist 
Marmalade warned this week 
that improving the safety of 
young drivers was the only way 
to reduce insurance premiums 
for everyone. 

“There is a minority of 
young male drivers who are 
increasing the cost of 
insurance for all road users,” 
said Nigel Lacy of Marmalade. 
“The only way insurance 
premiums can be reduced is if 
young people can be 
encouraged to drive more 
safely.”

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Fuel rises prove 
more effective 
than speed cams 


A NEW survey by 
RoadPilot has found that 
nearly half of UK 
motorists claim to have 
reduced their average 
speed in the past 12 
months, with concerns 
over rising fuel costs - 
rather than the presence 
of speed cameras and 
other traffic enforcement 
measures - cited as the 
main reason for the 
change.

“Driving remains 
an essential part of life for 
many people in the UK, but 
clearly motorists are feeling 
the pinch at present and are 
doing whatever they can to 
reduce their monthly 
outgoings. 

“It appears that motorists 
are putting their own driving 
techniques under greater 
scrutiny than ever before, 
and as a result their average 


speeds have started to come 
down, which can only 
benefit road safety.
